A Family which brought” forth 
more Saints then all the world be- 
ſides all the holy Prophets of old,

ny Worthies tamed 1n ancient Story, 
whole Race is almoſt wholly worn out 
ſince, to wit, famous Urban, Pudens, 
Clemens, Fuſtus, Ariſtobulus (an excel- 
lent Statclman and a Privy Councel-.

Sagacity's Anceſtors were Church- 
men z {ome of thee: had been preſent

a very few Canoxy, enjoyning only 
ſome things neceſſary , whereby the 
Peace of the Church was then happi- 
ly ſettled.

lers in all the Schoul ) learning the 
ſame Authors, and performing the 
ſame School-Exerciſcs , and profited 
ſo much, that in a ſhort time ( being 
well fatted firlt) they were ſent to 
the 
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the Vaiverſity, where bathweſ taken 
much notice of fox their extraordina» 
ry diligence, carly riſing, and ſome- 
times late fitting up at their (tudy,and 
their great proficiency, There when 
they had taken their (ſeveral Degrees 
( which had been conterred on them, 
not out of favour, but merit ) Ph:1o- 
dike removed thence tuſt, to the Inns 
of Court, where he was none of your 
young Gallants, that brave it 1a rich 
Apparel, as it they came thicker meer- 
ly to (ce and learn faſhions, but a 
cloſe and hard Strxdent he was, dili- 
gently cxamining and cnquiring into 
the Reaſons and Grounds of the Law, 
and diving dceply, and piercing tho- 
rowly inte the more knotty Intrica- 
cies and protound Mylteries of his 
Profeſſion ; to which having (o well 
attained, he was called to the Bar, 
and in ſhort time became tamous for 
his praice z a moſt courtcous and at- 
table Gentleman hc was, of a quick 
apprehenſion, clear head, ftixrm memo- 
ry,tree exprelſion, and excellent good 
language, and above all, very conſcien- 
tiows 
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tiow a to his Clyents and their Fees 
(great or ſmall ) he looked not fo 
much at Clycnt or Fee, as at the Cauſe, 
and that not whok it was, but what it 
was. 


He was afterwards, by many fteps, 
advanced to be Lord Chief Fuſtice in 
the Hland Feliciana; which Dignity 
he did more honour with his worthy 
carriage , then the place did honour 
him 3 there was he commonly fiyled, 
the Incorrupt Fudge, and the Poor mans 


Advocate. 


| And after that, his Prince taking 
further notice of him , he was taken 
in to be one of the Privy Councel, and 
had the Great Seal committed to his 
cultody, and fo he continued to his 
dying day 3 living in the high favour 
of his Prince, and dying inthe love 
and honour of his Country.

Hilotheos, as the Mother deſired, 
was bred a Divine, and ſtayed 
much longerat the Univerſity, till he 
was accompliſht with. all Endow- 
ments requilite for a Charcb-man ; 
And being of great note therc for his 
good hfc, ſolid preaching, and depth 
of learning , he was prcſented by a 
worthy Patron te a competent Liy- 
ing, whereto he went, and was there 
conttantly Reſident , never had Plara- 
lity, preached paintully, did very 
much good , kept Hoſpitality , made 
Peace among his Neighbours ( if a- 
ny were at variance ) brought his 
Pariſh to a great meaſure of know- 
ledge 
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ledge in Religion, and to a general good 
Conformity, 


There had he dyed incumbent, had 
not his Prince , hearing of his ſingu- 
lar worth , promoted him to a Bi- 
ſhoprick ( that Government being 
then in uſe in that Iſland , and fo had 
been time out of mind) which though 
he accepted , he was not yet at all 
changed from what he was before, nor 
lifted up above his Brethren , but con» 
tinued his former conſtancy in preach- 
ing , became a Pattern to his Flock iu 
Do@rine and Converſation 3 a great 
encourager of Learned , Orthodox, 
painful, pious and peaceable Minj- 
tters3 nor did he more tiridly en- 
qQuire after thcir conformity to the 
Church, then to the Scripture-Cg-

had : But though ſhe was a Lady of a 
moſt amiable Aſpect, and compleat!y 
accompliſhed, yet did ſhe never affect 
Curioſity m her Dreſs, nor Coſtlineſs 
in her Apparel ( though very deecnt 
and comely; ) and upon that account 
partly, ſome of the Gallants. who had 
heard much of her fame, witdom and 
vcrtucs,

And indeed ſhe had a great reſem- 
blance both of Father and Mother 
Her Father Grav?'y the reſembled to

And the truth is, her two Brethren, 
Phi/odike and Phz;lotheos, even in their 
higheſt Dignities, held it not below 
them to adviſe with Moderation , but 
in difficult caſes eſpecially, they would 
be ſure to conſult with her , becaule 
{he had had more of her breeding 
with 
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with their Aunt Experience then 
themſelves; Neither did they ever 
repent their hearkening to her, for 
they {till tound, by Experzexce,that her 
counſel was alwayes fafclt 3 (he was a 
Woman of a deep inftight 1nto matters 
of concernment for Church or State, 
and was never known to be byaſſed by 
interelt or private paſhon ( as moſt an 
end others arc ) but alwayes warily 
forclaw what was like to be the iflue 
of things, and accordingly ſhe adviſed 
what was moſt for pablick good. 
She was univerſally beloved of all, 
above any mortal Creature, and had 
no Enemy in#ll the World, (aveonly 
two, Extremity and Diſobediexce,

Xtremity was deſcended of an 

;4 Ancient and Noble Family in 
Cilicia, {ometimes a famous Province 
of the old Roman Empire 3 Her Fa- 
ther Sax! the ſecond, firnamed Hyper- 
gelotes, a man known far and near, 
whoſe education 'had been choice, 
proficiency incredible , parts great , 
abilities rare, travels many , in his 
life alwayes irreproveble , and in his 
way very deverr:; In his younger 
dayes he had been of a Hot and cager 
ſpixit, a Proto-perſecutor of the Prozo- 
Martyr Steven , but as he grew elder 
he grew more mild and moderate; and 
as' he changed his harſher name of 
Saul 
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Sanl.,into a ſofter, Pau! , (o was he 
quite changed in his diſpolition from 
Hyper-zelotes to Hyper-philadelphoter, 
and was turned into another man , as 
Saul the firſt was for a while, but he 


for ever. 


He had been once of that Opinion, 
that no ſort of men ought more ſe- 
verely to be Animadverted into, and 
dealt with, then (uch, who in the leaſt 
diflcntcd trom the Religion and Rites 
of their Forefathers, and would but 
Authority pals Ads ſevere enough 
for ſuppreſſion of ſuch by Baniſhment, 
Bonds, /mpriſoument,or death, he would 
be the man that would ſee them pur 
in execx#ti94, which he alſo did, judg- 
ing it the belt ſervice could be done 
to God, or his Church 3; thereupon he 
haled many into Priſons, and com- 
pclled thetn to abjure, recant and 
blaſpheme, or ſuffer and dye. 


Butafter he was ( I ſay ) quiteof 
another mind, and became the moſi 
complacent and complying Perſon in 

£3c 
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the world, and held with Moderation 
as much as any : Now (he ſaid) what 
was his gain before was now his lofſf, 
and what he formerly eſteemed his 
glory,he looked on as his ſhame : Cir- 
cumcifion was no more with himnow 
then Uncircamcifion, both nothin 
to the #ew Creature,to faith in Chrilt, 
to the keeping of the Commandements 
of God. He could condeſcend and com- 
ply fo far now, as to be made all things 
to all men, ſoit were to further the 
ſalvation of any, His Daughter Ex- 
tremity was begotten by him in his 
younger years, as he was travel- 
ling to Damaſcus, before he had been 
better catechiled and inftructed by 
Ananias. 


The younger dayes of the Daugh- 
ter, were an imitation of the Fathers 
younger daycs, who obſerving,in thoſe 
unſettled times that had been in Felicz- 
axa, about that time when there was 
no King in Iſrael , andevery man did 
what was right in his own eycs, that 
many difiempered Humours, cven to

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a plain Delirium , if not Diſtratliow, 
had peſtered both Church and State, 
thought it high time to awaken Anus

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2 ſuſpitious eye over Moderation and 
all her Adions, as miſtruſting ſhe had 
underhand countenanced the former, 
or correſponded with the latter 3 both 
which ( God knows ) the was far 
enough trom , conſtantly praying for 
publick Peace, and the proſperity of 
the Church and State; yet could not 
Innocency ( as yet unknown ) ſecure 
poor Moderation trom many a harſh 
Cenſure and bitter Taunt. Then 
would Extremity twit Moderation , 
and charge her with diſaffection, and 
often hit her in thc tecth with the 
miſcarriages of others, that ſhe had 
nothing to do withall; and would 
be ſaying, you mult go a way by your 
(clves,and be wiſer then all the world ; 
and had 1 power in my hands, ſaid 
ſome ( which was well they had not) 
1 would make Moderatiox pack, or 
change her note, 


But atcerwards, to the great fa- 
tizfaction of all, upon a through ob- 
{ervation, ( I will not fay a better 

intor- 
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information ) Extremities prejudice 
againſt Moderation was abated , and 


atterwards became perte& Friends, as 
we ſhall ſay anon.

Moderation had, and her indeed

She was a Woman of an il! featere, 
and more untoward #atzre ; deſcend- 
ed of an infamous and ſtained Family, 
yet very ancient 3 ſhe was the Daugh- 
ter of old Belial, and that by a ſtrange 
womax ; ſhe was of a ſhrewd and ſub- 
| E tle 
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tle wit, miſ-ſhapen countenance,mon- 
firous in her birth ( being born with 
teeth in her head , came laughing into 
the world, with a Coal of hre in one 
hand , anda Sword in the Other ) of 
hollow eyes, and looking aſquint very 
ill-favouredly 3 betides, by a tall in the 
Cradle, ſhe had her back broken, and 
wry-neckt cver after: Nature had 
branded herfor a prodigious Carryon : 
She was twice married, firſt to Sheba, 
the Son of Bichri, an old Incendiary, 
and head of a (cditious Crew; and 
aftet he had loſt his head, ſhe mattied 
with Elymas the Sorcerer, who dealt 
with the black Art, an utter enemy to 
all Righteouſneſs, and as full of all 
ſubtilty, malice and wickedneſs, as his 
Brethren the Feſuites could wiſh , cr 
his Father Bee/zeb#b could make him; 
and he was fatteft for her, for it was 
ſhrewdly ſuſpected, they had been 
naught together before, 


She was a Woman too too fruitful, 
and had by both her Husbands a ma- 
ny lewd, vicious, and gracelcfs Chil- 


dren. Hcr 
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Her firſt Husband openly taught 
the Att; and invented the Inftruments 
of Rebellion, was the firſt that blew 
a Trumpet of Sedition againſt his 
Soveraign 3 and it is thought ſhe ſer 
him on : She had inſtructed her Chil- 
dren in all the wayes of Impiety and 
Diſobedience ; a Roman Catholick 
ſhe was, and therefore ſent ſome of 
her Children beyond-fca 3 ſome were 
Students at Deway, fome at Lovayn, 
and one ſhe ſent to fFobn of Leyder's 
College at Munſter ; They were great 
Proficients all in the Arts, and very 
forward to propagate thoſe Principles 
taught by the Hebrew DoGtor Abad- 
don, the Greek Profeſſor Apollyon, and 
the Latine Dictator Fzlius Perditionis 3 
for forne of them underſtood all Lan- 
guages ; 'men of working brains and 
reltle(s ſpirits; a vipcrous Generati= 
on, tearing out the bowels of whatſo- 
ever Nattun bred them 3 skilful to di- 
vide, deſtroy and ſupplant 3 the only 
Enemics to» Monarchy and publick 
Peace 3 they have fet their heads and 
their Agents awork to defiroy Kings, 

L2 blow 
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blow up Parliaments, burn Cities, lay 
wafic Churches;, to divide between 
Prince and people, to make or 'in- 
creale parties , and their laſt endis to 
bring in the Abomination if Deſola- 
$300. 


The Chilaren by the later Husband 
were the more by far, and of ſeveral 
Complcxions and Diſpoktious , as if 
they had not been by the ſame Father 
and Mother ; yer were they their na- 
tural Children , and had ſemewhat of 
both in them, for both were notorious 
for all or any manner of- wickedneſs 
imaginable, neither barrel better Her- 
ring, and the Children like them,no- 
tiring came amiſs to them, ſo it were 
b.u caough; ſuch a Generation for 
{wearing, ttaring, drinking, whoring, 
ranting,roaring, quarrelling, fighting, 
falching, licaling, c cutting of Purſes, 
ar.d cutting of Throats , as was not 
lu the world again, {caring nor God 
nor man , ſlighting Laws, Statutes, 
Penaltics , Stocks, Pillory , Priſon, 
Gallows , Death, and Hell too, as if 


they 
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they had been the Spawn of the old 
Leviathan , of whom 1t1s ſaid, he is 
made withoxt fear , the Mother, for 
the Childrens fake, was called Ayfti- 
cal Babylon , the Mother of whore- 
doms and all abominations in ' the 
earth. 


Some of her Children are profeſſed 
Atheiſts, and deriders of all Religion, 
of the Sadducean Heard , belicving 
nor Angel, nor Spirit, nor Heaven,nor 
Hell, regarding nor Law nor Goſpel : 
Some again ſhe hath taught and train- 
ed up to be the Inventers of new 
coined Oaths, prodigious Blaſphc- 
mies, and worſe then helliſh Execra- 
tions, and Preterplu-Satanicil Impre- 
cations , out-daring Gods Juſtice aud 
Patience, and daſtarding Satan him- 
ſelf, yea a whole Legion of Devils, 
not one of them once laying Dammee, 
but all Let ws alone, I befcech thee 2oy- 
ment us 10t. 


Sure enough thcir damnation lin- 
areth not, whe draw fin thus with 
E 3 Cords, 
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Cords, aud damnation: with ' C art- 
ropes, and ſay, Let the moſt High make 
ſpeed, that we may ſce him, and make 
haſt,that we may know what Hell! is : 
This I know,that when theſe wretch- 
ed Souls arcexcoriated, and ſhall but 
begin to feel thoſe torments, they will 
preſently relent , and change their 
note, cither ſeemingly to fay their 
Lords prayer, Let us aloxe now, and 
- forment us not, or to ſay their own 

backward, Lord VUx>Dammee. 


Others again are the Mafters and 
Profeſſors of the Liberal Science of 
Carowſing, and preſcribe the rules and 
method of drinking round by number 
and meaſure, till it be without either 
number or meaſure. 


Others are devifting new Games at

which took away an hundrcd d rhou- 
{ani out. of the Capitzl Citys and 
the due City, the ycar following, 
contumed -with Fire, tor the great- 
eſt part ot itz and during all this 
time, a chargeable and doubtful 
War with potent Neighbours, COn-- 
| H 3 ſuming 
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ſuming what Lives the Peſtilence 
had ſpared, and what Treaſure had 
eſcaped the Fire. Dreadful and a- 


mazing fudgments all. 


'With the pious ſenſe whereof, 
many of the !ſlanders being duly 
affected, hegan to refle& upon 
them(lelves, as ſometimes the Patri- 
arks did, in a day of their diſtreſs, 
and ſajd, Are ng not guilty con- 
cerning our Brother , becauſe we 
ſaw the anguiſh of bis Soul, when 
he beſought uw, and we would uot 
hear ? 


Others there are, that, next to 
the Goodneſs of God, aſcribe it 
principally to the Native and large» 
hearted Clemency and Prudence. of 
the Prince; who having obſerved 
how patient and filent Moderation 
had been under her Tryals; and 
moreaver , when ſome unquiet Spi- 
fits had been formerly ſijrring at 
hame 3 and during the time of that 
War,

|| it Calf could not find the leaſt de- 
" | fediion in Moderation from her 
wonted conſtant Fidelity. There- 
upon the prudent Prixce ſaid to. his 
people, as formerly another Prince. 
had ſaid to his, concerning the Fa- 
mily of facob, Behold, theſe men 
: are quiet and fpeaceable, let them 
> dwell in the Land, and trade therein ; 
behold, the Land is largeenough , let us 
make Marriages with them , ang take 
their Daughters in marriage with our 
Sons. 


Others again ſaid, it was no more 
but this 3 the good hour was come, 
wherein God would bring Modera» 
tion out of her Troubles, as the 
had done . Foſeph, 'who had lyen 
in diſgrace under ſome toul Acguſa-- 
tions, till the time that bis Word 
came, the Word of the Lord bad 
tryed bim;, then the King ſent; aud.

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ple, arid let him go free: And t 
rather,” becaiſe he had been #41 
formdl4- by ſorme' about him, 'that *ht 
had Skill 'in opening Divine” Re-.

Others again, that It\had been 
with the Dayggihter now , as it was 
with "her Farher Hyperzelores , bork 
in hrs firit and aft «© Time and im- 
mediate” inſpiration from God , had 
wrotghtt this bleflcd change inhin'; 
who, after his intcmpcrate * zeal 
ſpent againſt Moderatioz ,* became 
now her great' Friend,” Patron and 
Advocate, and' thei che mott glo- 
ribits  Champibn'for Trach ; Piery 
Ald Charicy that *cver' was, "ang a 
moſt Eminent” Inftrument - of 'good 
eo the-- wiiverſt Church 3 after 
which, 'ic'1s obftrved by a Sacted: 
Pen, ' Then bad the Churches reſt 
233d Judea, S\maria' and Galilee ,'

rzphyed. And in all che Churches, 
where Tidings came of this bleſſed 
change,” They glorified God in him, 
The like was now done in' all Felz- 
ctana.

Howfoever it was, and whatſo- 
ever may be thought the cauſe, it 
becomes not Pamphilus to deter- 
mine 3 but all remembced , what a 
Bleſſed, Peace-making, and Great- 
Uniting- Monarch ot a famous Ifland, 
had given tor his Motto upon his 
Com , | 4 Domino fatium eſt illud, 
& eft mitabile in oculis noftris : 
This was thc Lords doing, and 1t

united Kingdoms, formerly divi- 
ded, and at cumity ; and faid, the 
Icke had befallen them; and there- 
tore dcefired God might havc the 
whole glory and praiſe aſcribed to

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Only this is certain, nothing could 
have be:n done mere to the general 
ſatisfaQion of the ſober ſort oft Men 
in the Iiland,, to raiſe up their hearts 
in the highe(t praiſe of God , and to 
the- greatelt mcafurc of thanktulneſs 
to ſo Gracious and Prudent a Prince, 
and to the cementing of Chriſtian 
Love apd mutual good AﬀeGtion all 
the Ifland over { only .D:ſobedience 
was much diſcontented 3; and look- 
ing ſeorntully out at a; Window ( as 
Michal once, when all 1/-ael were in 
thcir highclt joy at a great Feſtival ) 
and ſhook hcr head; ) So that 1/- 
racl of old did not more rejoyce , 
when the King had brought the Ark 
out of a. private Houle into publick 
again, and appointed it a fixed Sta- 
tionz or when the Son of the ſame 
King had newly Dedicated the holy 
Temple ; it being {ct dowp in their 
ſacred Stories, that both theſe Prin- 
ces bleſſed their people, and thcy were 
again bleſſed by their people: And 
the conclution of the Story of the 
lattcr 
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latter was this 3 after his Devotions 
ended , He ſent away tbe people, and 
they bleſſed the King, and went 
into” their Tents, joyful and glad 
in begrt, for all the goodneſi the Lord 
bad done for David bis Servant , and 
for Iſrael bas People, 
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What becams of Dilobedience 
and her Children, they being 
quelled and reduced , what a 
happy World followed, ac- 
cording to an old Prophe- 


CY. 


Ow, when we (hall have diſ- 

patched Diſovedieace out of the 
way-, our work is at an end; we 
(hall therctore tcll you what be- 
came of her, now there was no 0- 
ther Enemy te be ſuppreſſed 3 And 
would we could fay, ihe came to 
the like good end Extremity made ; 
But it was never likciy. -— 


She 
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She was not of like Temper 'and 


Spirit as Extremity was, ever to be 


touched with any ſenſe of Honowr or 
Conſcience, 


Extremity was of a Generow Spirit, 
and Noble Education, and ever-bare a 
true Love to her Country 3 only to0 
to0 paſtouate. 


Diſobedience, en the other ſide, 
was Of a dogged., farly and unqui- 
et Spirit 3 nothing could pleaſe her, 
neither could ſhe well tell what 
ſhe would . have, only fretted at 
th: times, and her own private con- 
dition, 


But now thoſe great Familics of 
Extremity and ' Moderation bcmg 
united and allycd., there was no 
tear of any confiderable difturbance 
Diſobedience could make. And to 
make (ure, and timely to prevent 
any miſchict that any. of the Chil» 
arex of Diſobedicnce could hatch or 
deviſe, 
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deviſe, Extremity and Moderation's 
Friends agreed , with their united 
Forccs to fall upon them : And they 
being within a ſhort time after up 
in Rebellion, it was the Lot of a 
Party of Extremities Forces to give 
the firft charge , who ſcattered the 
body , and took fome of the chief 
Heads, and made them Examples 3 
and Moderation's, with their Party, 
took ſome others : And both agreed, 
to the terror of the reſt, to ſend 
them bound to their Father Abſa- 
lom's Oak, drawn backward in his 
Chariot by his Mule, whom when 
ſhe carried thither, and had left 
them ſafe hanging by the head, be- 
tween Heaven and Earth, * upon a 
three-forked Branch (the Wood devou- 
xd more that day then the [Sword ) 
the lightened. Buati went away from 
under them, leaving them hang-«

{ome Laws of the Iſland ( for there 
are no, better avy where} and exe 
execution of them, may, in time, 
reduce from the evil wayes of their 
Mother Diſobedience; then no Na- 
tion in the World more happy, and 
may well be called Feliciaxa, or Eli> 
flana tor ever, 


But alrcady all Soxms. were (cat+ 
tered, and an happy Calm follow: 
ed, and there ſcemed to be-a new 
World : The TIſlaxd was i\cttled, 
Armies disbanded , cyexry Man fate 
under his own. Vine and Fig-tree, 
eating , drinking and making "merry , 
as in the older World, or in the 
Halcyon and Golden daycs of Solo- 
mon's Reign , rejoycing, that Mercy 
and Truth , Righteouſneſs and Peace, 
Extremity and Moderation , had kil- 
ſed each other : And the Primitive 
timcs did ſeem to be refurucd , 
wherein they did eat their meat 
with gladneſs and ſing'eneſs of beart, 
praiſing 
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praiſing God , and baving favour with 
all the people, - and\ the Lord added 
to by Chih dayly. ſuch as ſhould 
be ſaved, And all. good, Men pray- 
ed, long may Extremity and Modes 
retion be friends, or rather, no 
more Extremity, but alwayes Modergs 
then; 

And then many could retticm- 
ber, there' h en #n old Pro« 
phecy, which their Fathers had 
told them ( foretold many a day 
agone' by a holy. Man) which 
was now fulhlled, and was to this 


eftect.
